No reason was pro“er- 
red by the police for their silence 
on what was a creditable picce of

New York, ‘Sept. 7. 
Hinting that the great- 
‘est. maritime strike in 
American history might 
reach international pro- 
portions, the Seamen’s 
Higher Strike Head- 
quarters revealed that 
expressions of support

British, Danish, Swedish,

The atrike has: 
throughout the ports of the 
United States with 100,000 sea- 
men leaving their jobs und 
many joining picket lines, which 
nearly 300,000 other workers 
are pledged not to cross. 

A Union spokesman estimated 
that picket Ines formed around 
¢ have {immobilised 
634 ships. The Maritime Com- 
mission stated that only 334 
ships are in port here, but said 
that 705 ships are tied up on 
the East Coast, including 157 
foreign vessels, 106 of. which 
are in New York. The Sea- 
men's Union estimated that 
2,900 ships are tied up in other 
pora, Incliding 360 in other 
Atlantic ports, 450 in Gulf: cf 
Mexico ports and 120 in West

WAR'S AFTERMATH 


It was made clear, for the first 
time, during the Budget debate 
that any expenditure on salaries 
to’ Government servants to cover 
the period of their internment 
logically becomes a charge against 
the funds of the Hong Kong 
Government. . No provision for 
the formidable sum involved is 
made in the current budget, sug- 
gesting, perhaps an oficial view 
that the less-said about it, for the 
moment, the better. It may, of 
course, be that the bill will never 
be presented. The cost of reha- 
bilitation is staggering enough, 
s¢riously burdensome to a Colony 
struggling to get on its feet again, 
and this is just the sort of item 
which the Imperial Government 
might feel to be peculiarly fitted 
to be the subject of a generous 
gesture. The obligation to make 
these payments was not seriously 
challenged: in Council, thought our 
cautious Financial Secretary was 
not prepared ta argue the case on 
a purely legal footing. With the 
justice of the decision on moral 
grounds there can be little quar- 
rel. It is mérely unfortunate 
that so many strictly business 
firms, tied to profit and loss ac- 
counts, are incapable of doing 
equal justice to their own em- 
ployces. The rub really lies in 
another direction. Inevitably, the 
civil servants who have benefitted 
from the benevolence of the de- 
cision of the Sceretary of State 
were the sterling-salaried, highly- 
paid officials, “and comparisons, 
have inevitably been made with 
the treatment accorded officers 
who were not interned, because 
of their race. Happily, the pro- 
blem has been brought under fur- 
ther review and there is reason to 
anticipate that new ‘ proposals, 
less open to the accusation of dis- 
crimination, may be forthcoming. 
The issue raised by the Hon. Mr. 
Leo d’Almada is rather more dif- 
ficult of assessment. Where possi- 
ble, apparently, attempts are he- 
ing made, or are to be made, to 
recover advances made by way of 
relicf to refugees from Hong 
Kong by the British Consul in 
Macao. In scores of cases, the 
chances of recovery are small in- 
deed. Many Hong Kong “re- 
fugees were destitute on arrival 
in Macao, and have been desti- 
tute, or little better than desti- 
tute, since their ‘return, | Over 
certain members of the H.K.V. 
D.C, _ex-prisoners-of-war, . how- 
ever, Government holds a whip- 
hand, and 2 portion of the back 
pay duc to them is being withheld 
against a possible claim for Macao 
expenses. The Financial Secretary 
urges that where the amount re- 
ceived was not unreasonably in 
excess of what it would have cost 
to maintain the family elsewhere, 
it would not be ‘unreasonable to 
effect some recovery, From a 
Tirensury viewpoint, the argu- 
ment is incontrovertible, but it is 
nevertheless odd to discover’ the 
“Treasury”: pleading — strong 
moral obligations in. one cornec« 
tion, and defending a strictly 
business determination in’ another. 
To clarify the position, perhaps, 
some statement might be vouch- 
‘safed regarding whether | steps 
have been taken to recover from 
Volunteers whose families ‘: were 
maintained out’ of ‘public: furids 
elsewhere than in Macao, That 
will: not provide thé entire answer’ 
by any means;:but it is’ only’ there 
that’ an ‘accusation - of :djscrimina- 
tion can’ seriously lic. :

been a blow beyond calculation: 
It was therefore feared that the 
Gormans would attempt it. 

They: did in fact twice bomb 
the House of Commons—in 1940 
and 1941 — the second time 
destroying the debating cham- 
ber, Also, an « incendiary 
Innded on the Houre of Lords. 
But in none of these cases was 
Parliament sitting. 

So, from the autumn of 1940, 
an attempt was made to conceal 
from the enemy where Parlia- 
ment sat; on which days and at 
which ‘times it war going to 
ait. S 
’ During, the war Parliament 
began sittings at 11.30 a.m, 
instead of the peacetime 2.46 
pm. with the object, if pos- 
sible, of rising before dusk. 

Business began with Ques- 
tions. Then, before the normal 
debate, Ministera often mado 
announcements., 

To give -the impression that 
Parliament sat at its peacetime 
hours, the evening papers were 
forbidden to report Parliamen- 
tary qyestions until 2.45 p.m., 
or statements by Minigters until 
8.15 p.m. Debates could not be 
published at all until the next 
morning. 

Difficulties 

Nor might any report of Par- 
Hament leave the countey by 
cable until the Honse 10se about 
5 p.m. , 

This at once led to difficulties. 
Mr, Churchill, Mr. Eden, and 
Mr. Morrison often &nnounced 
in reply to questions. or just 
after question time. important 
news which. it wus c¢ssential 
that the world should know 
immediately. 

Until 8.15 p.m. such itate- 
ments had to be published as: 
“It was authoritatively stated 
today that....” or “It was 
learned in London teday that 

wo 


Soon.it was. realised that this 
did not serve the country’s 
best interests, since news lost 
much -of its value and impor- 
tance if it did not come from 
the lips of the Prime Minister 
or a member of the War 
Cabinet. : 

I was, therefore given 
authority to allow news to be 
attributed to Mr. Churchill or 
anothor Minister if 1 consider- 
ed «it aufficiently important. 
But [was not aliowed to pass 
the fact that the statement was 
made in Parliament.’ 


Notable Case 

One notable case was in De- 
cember 1941, when the B.B.C. 
was authorised to state at 1 
o'clock that the sinking of the 
Prince of Wales and the Re- 
pulse had been announced by 
Mr. Churchill. 2 

This delay rule continued 
until the middle of 1941, when 
the home Press were given 
freedom to publish Parliamen- 
tary reports without sny time 
lag. It was not until: 1942, 
when the bombing 2f London 
had practically censed, that the 
same freedom was ellowed for 
reports going overseas. : 

The restriction on publishing 
or cabling: overseas the dates 
when Parliament was going to 
sit and the times of the sittings 
[remained until well after D- 
Day. ; 

it is my firm belief that all 
these restrictions achieved little. 
Parliament never varied: its sit- 
ting days, and it must soon 
have become. obvious to the 
onemy that’ if ‘he wanted to 
bomb our legislators he should 
send his planes over. on Tues- 
days, .Wednesdays, 
days.

Speeches made cutslde Par- 
linment by: anyone other than 
the flve (later nine) members 
of the War Cabinet—who were 
running the war, nnd were 
therefore supposed to know ex- 
actly what could safely be said 
—could “be cut by. censors. 

In practice Ministers whether 
members of -the War Cabinet or 
not; usually ‘Bent us sdvanco 
copies of tholr speeches. If 
there was anything in. them 
agninat security I would ring 
up the Minister's secretary and 
ask for it to be deleted. 

Surpr 

This worked very well ‘for 
{nadvertent revelutions, But 
Mr. Churchill constantly sprang 
surprises on us wretched cen- 
sora. ‘He was very decurity- 
minded, but he was, of course, 
in a better position than -any- 
one else to know exactly when 
secrets could be revealed. 

And, time after .time, he 
announced things which, until 
he spoke, had been coverad by 
the most cherished “Stop” 
(withholding release) of somo 
Government department. Some- 
times I would not realise what 
had happened unttl I rend his 


| speech, or a subminsicn based 


on it reached us, 

Then I had to put out o quick 
release to bring ov, ccnsorship 
rules into agreement with what 
the Prime Minister had said, 

Magnetic mines were secfet 
(from our point of view) until, 
at the begining of June 1940, 
Mr. Churchill announced that 
the enemy had sowed them “in 
the channels ‘and the seas.” 
Then, towards the end of 1941, 
he revealed that the attack “is 
now waged continually ‘by the 
acoustic mine as well as the 
magnetic in many dangerous 
combinations.” 

At once I consulted the Ad- 
miralty and then informed the 
Press that they could stato that 
the acoustic mine operated by 
the closing of a trembler clr- 
cuit and was activated by the 
sound ‘vibrations get up by a 
ship’s engines; but no details 
of our counter measures might 
be given. beg 

Barham’s Torpedoing 

It was Mr. Churchill too, who 
announced the torpedoing. of 
the Barham—long concealed 
becauso the U-boat might not 
know it had been successful— 
in 1940. But by that time he 
was ‘able to state that she 
would soon be ready for action 
again, ; 

In the same speech he re- 
vented that since the Royal Oak 
was sunk we had not had the 
use of Scapa Flow, which was 
our best strategic: base as it 
rote the Fleet much. steam- 
ng. 

But even Mr. Churchill trip- 
ped up sometimes.” At the énd 
of 1940 he twice accidently 
referred to bomb damage _ to 
the House of Commons. The 
Speaker asked parlinmentary 
journalists not to quote these 
references, and they were taken 
out of Hansard. :

When ao disclosure {nfringing 
aecurity was made jn debate I 
got in touch. with the Speaker 
ns soon as I saw the statemont 
on the agency tape. 

If the Speaker asreed ho 
would then arrange with the 
member: to have the offending 
matter deleted from Hansard. 
Gallery would be 
informed, and to make sure 
that was no possibility of lea- 
kage I would circulate a request 
to editors not to publish it, 

Clerks at the Table in_ the 
House of Commons: were kept 
fully Informed of the security 
regulations and ao were able to 
tell a member who put down 4 
question if he were going to 
infringe security. : :

Fire In RN. 
Dockyard 


Fire broke out In the Reyal 
Naval Dockyard a few minutes 
after 1 p.m. yesterday and ow- 
ing to the nature of the material 
feeding the flames—a, pile of 
timber—it looked far worse 
than in fact it was.
